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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner notes that the light intensity hologram is disclosed in 
the specification at page 13 in the last paragraph as the type formed when both the reference beam and the 
object/signal beam are of the same polarization. This is the conventional recording technique. The polarization 
hologram is disclosed on page 14 in the first paragraph as recording when the reference and object/signal beams are 
of differing polarization. The examiner notes that when two reference beams of orthogonal polarization and two object 
beams of orthogonal polarization are used to silmultaneously recording holograms in polarization sensitive media using 
the same wavelength, then four holograms are formed as all the beams are able to interfere, although two interfere in 
the light intensity regime and two interfere only in the polarization regime. If the signal/object beam is modulated 
between recordings, then it is not the SAME signal/object beam and it would have to be clear on the beam is 
modulated between the succesive recordings and therefore the same beam is not used in forming the holograms. 
Sharnoff et al. '527 and Ono et al. 09-269719 do not look at the replay as a function of polarization. Recording the 
holograms serially would obviate some of the rejection, but is generally known. The use of an spatial light modulator 
(SLM) to modulate a portion of the signal/obect beam may prove to be useful in obviating the prior art rejections of 
record, in view of the holograms being formed in different areas silmultaneously. This may require further 
search/consideration, but generally the use of SLMs in holography either allow the light to pass or block it , rather than 
selectively change the polarization of it, which seems to be happening in figure 16.
